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PREFACE 


This Guide lias been compiled to facilitate the work of the librarian in 
his selection, purchase and care of periodicals; to assist the bookseller and 
the subscription agent by placing before them in convenient form the cur¬ 
rent periodical literature of the United States and Canada; to guide the 
private citizen in his choice of magazines for his home, his office, or his club. 

The business man wants to know what magazines cover the field in 
which he is especially interested and the prices at which they are published; 
the subscription agent is interested to know the names of periodicals and 
serials, publishers’ addresses, and subscription prices; the librarian must 
have the whole information concerning periodical literature classified, in¬ 
dexed, and conveniently accessible. Every librarian and subscription agent 
must be aware of the meagre information that we possess concerning our 
periodical literature. The English have “Willing’s Press Guide”, the French 
their “Annuaires des Journaux”, the German their “Journal-Katalog”, but 
there is nothing published in this country which corresponds exactly to 
these foreign lists. Our newspaper annuals fill the place for which they are 
designed, and give information which up to the present time can not be 
found elsewhere; but they are not sufficiently comprehensive and their con¬ 
tents are not conveniently arranged for ready reference. 

The material in this Guide is arranged first alphabetically by titles and 
secondly by subject matter. In the alphabetical arrangement the titles of 
periodicals and serials and the names of societies are arranged in one list 
by the first word of the title, not an article, or the name of the society. 
Bulletins, journals, proceedings, reports, and transactions of societies are 
entered under the names of the societies. The aim has been to give the 
name of the publication, date of first issue, frequency of publication, the 
publisher’s name and address and the subscription price. In the second part 
of the Guide, the material so far as possible has been arranged by subjects, 
but not having been able to examine all the periodicals personally the com¬ 
piler craves indulgence for errors and omissions. 

It is hoped to make the Guide an annual publication, corrected each 
year, and kept up to date. No one better understands the incompleteness 
of the present edition than the compiler himself and he consents to its pub¬ 
lication in the hope of being able to make future editions more nearly com¬ 
plete. The aim has been to include all periodicals and serials published in 
the United States and Canada with the exception of local and political news- 
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papers, administrative reports, state and government publications. Inform¬ 
ation regarding these publications is accessible in other forms. 

In the preparation of this work the compiler has drawn on various 
sources for his material. The publishers of the periodicals have responded 
with promptness and courtesy to requests for information, and frequent use 
has been made of N. W. Ayer and Son’s American Newspaper Annual, of 
the Catalogue of Copyright Entries, Part 2: Periodicals ; of the List of Serials 
in Public Libraries of Chicago and Evanston, and of the second edition of 
the supplement to the list issued by the John Crcrar Library. 

Any suggestions, corrections or information intended to make the Guide 
more nearly accurate and complete, and therefore more serviceable, will be 
gratefully received. 

The compiler respectfully suggests that notice of any change in title, 
frequency of publication, subscription price, publisher, and publisher’s 
address, of the publications listed on the following pages, and new publica¬ 
tions or notices of them, may be sent to him for inclusion in the next edition. 

The compiler is especially indebted to Mr. Theodore W. Koch, Librarian, 
University of Michigan, and to Mr. Byron A. Finney, assistant, for their 
valuable suggestions and advice, and to the latter for assistance in reading 
and revising the proof. 

This work was nearly completed when the compiler was appointed 
Librarian of the University of Missouri; the work, however, was practically 
all done at the University of Michigan.

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PREFACE TO THE SECOND EDITION 


In preparing the second edition of the Guide, the compiler has been 
assisted by Charles Harper Walsh of the Copyright office, Library of Con¬ 
gress. Under his supervision the Guide has been checked by the card 
index of current periodicals received by the Library of Congress, and by 
the “Hand-book of Learned Societies” to be issued soon by the Carnegie 
Institution. From the former list 1146 new titles were added; from the 
latter 210; from other sources 910, making the total number of additions 
to the present edition of the Guide 2266 titles. The Guide now contains 
more than 10,000 titles. 

Thanks are due to Mr. C. B. Guittard of the Periodical Division, Li¬ 
brary of Congress, for his assistance in preparing this edition of the Guide 
and to the Carnegie Institution for the use of the advance sheets of their 
forth-coming “Hand-book of Learned Societies.” 

It has been found impractical to issue an edition of the Guide every 
year. It is hoped to issue a supplement in 1909 giving new titles and 
noting those which have either suspended publication or have changed 
their names. The next edition of the Guide, therefore, may be expected in 
the fall of 1910.
